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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claims define an 
apparatus and a method for delivering food product to a horizontal cutting means that has at least 
two fluid jets disposed at an angle which force the product against one side of a passage and 
against spline guide means disposed parallel to the passage. Kawakami (JP 63222038 A) teaches 
an apparatus that has a gas jet that forces a product to one side of a passage, but does not teach 
water jets, splines, and does not teach a horizontal cutting means. Bittner (4,683,790) teaches an 
apparatus for delivering food product to a horizontal cutting means, but does not teach fluid jets, 
and does not teach splines. It would not have been obvious to use the references in combination 
with other prior art teachings to meet the claim limitations.
